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Hamburg Declares 


Hitler in Berlin 


ICoelibcIs Also Is There, 


Broadcast Says in an 


, 
Effort to Kill Talk 
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London, April 23 W> — Adolpli 


Hitler li in Berlin and has de- 
cided to remain there, the Ham- 
burg radio laid today In a broad- 
c«it directed at Berlin residents 
in an attempt to convince them 
the Invaded capital would not tall 


Both the tone and wording o[ 


th« announcement made it clear 
that rumors were sweeping the 
Reich that the Fuehrer was in 
flight. 


The broadcast 
said the an- 


nouncement was made to stem 
what was described as "fantastic 
rumors by which the enemy is at- 
tempting to undermine the morale 
of the German people." 


Propaganda Minister Dr. Paul 


Goebbels is also in the capital, 
the broadcast said. It conceded 
that the fall of Berlin would vir- 
tually mean the end of the war. 


"There are two bastions which 


we cannot and 
not cede," 


Goebbels was quoted as saying, 
referring to Berlin and Prague, 
the capital of Bohemia-Moravia. 


"If these two bastions fall Into 


enemy hands the whole of Europe 
will perish with Germany," he 
laid. "Should Bolshevism capture 
time capitals of the Reich and 
the protectorate, Europe ceases'to 
exist." 


"Many people were afraid that 


the German lines before Berlin 
would not hold against the Rus- 
sian onslaught but now It has been 
•hown that these lines did hold 
fast after all," the broadcast said. 


"The Fuehrer is directing the 


battle from the front line in Ber- 
lin and he has thrown in all avail- 
able forces to stem the Bolshevist 
onslaught," the broadcast added.

a D.N.B. broadcast 


a new commnnder of 


the Nazi troops In Berlin, pre- 
viously reported under Lieut. Gen. 
Bruno von Hauscnschild, whose 
fate wu not explained. 


The name of the new com- 


mander was heard here as "Lieut. 
Col. Remer"—possibly Lieut. Gen. 
Emil Homer, who was odlcially 
credited with foiling a plot to seize 
thi city when he was a major 
In charge of « Wehrmacht bat- 
talion during the nttcmpt on 
Adolf Hitlor;i life last July. 


Authoritative London quarters 


profetscd no knowledge—at least 
for 
publication — of 
Hitler's 


whereabouts, 
but 
one reliable 
lource expressed doubts that the 
Fuehrer, or even Propaganda Mjn- 
llter Joseph Gocbbcls, president of 
the capital, was in Berlin. 


Thi« source saw the announce- 


ment merely a» an attempt to 
bolster resistance, saying the re- 
ported plan for a Nazi rctrcnt into 
the Bavarian Alps surrounding 
Hitler1* aerie at Berchtcsgadcn 
would fail if the Fuehrer were 
mptured or killed and he could 
not serve as a "symbol of under- 
ground warfare."

from Hamburg.

and vines were in low spots. On 
the other hand, trees in the same 
orchard, but on higher ground, ap- 
peared to be all right.

warm weather, and put out plants 
are apt to be out of luck. A High- 
land gardener, who had put out 
several thousand tomato plants, 
lost them all, it is reported.

Damage t 
early apples is not as extensiv 
while prospects of a normal peacl 
crop appear good, he added.

And over all 
the smoke and stench and blood and de- 
struction is the aura of lunacy emanating 
from the mind of one bitter and frustrated 
man. This vast, cruel and senseless wreckage 
is Adolf Hitler's monument, which will stand 
visibly or invisibly to the" last moment of 
recorded time.

But it is not Hitler alone who is immor- 


talized and damned by this wave of disaster. 
JThe crime rests heavily and lastingly upon 
the whole German nation, which like another 
Faust sold its sou! to the Devil for a brief 
sway of irresponsible power, instead of col- 
laborating peacefully with the nations which 
sought progress and power only by construc- 
tive effort.

AFTER TONSIL REMOVAL 


One of the distressing complications occurring 


after removal of tonsils is bleeding from the part 
of the throat from which the tonsils have been re- 
moved. This bleeding usually occurs about three 
days or more after the operation, just atwut the 
lime Ihc patient and family are feeling thai cverv- 
Ihlng is safe. While thc bleeding can usually be slop- 
pea before life is endangered nevertheless this 
Weeding after operation may prevent some patients 
from having badly infected tonsils removed. Badly 
infected tonsils may cause infection of lining of Ihc 
heart. 


Among Ihc methods used to slop Ihc bleeding 


are injecting the throat with adrenalin icpinc- 
phnnc-J, blood transfusion, gentle removal ol the 
blood clot, cauterizing the Weeding point with a 
saturated solution of silver nitrate, application of 
powdered sulfapyridinc to thc bleeding surface. 


What appears to be a simple effective treat- 


ment for bleeding after tonsil removal is reported 
by l)r. F. H. McGovern in Archives of Otolargynqol- 
ogy (earand throat) Chicago. Dr. McGovcrn stud- 
ied the effect of a gum containing sulfatliiazolo. 
Thc tablet of gum used contained S3. grains (15 
nig.) of sulfathiazolc chewed for one-half' to one 
hour.

Okinawa (by navy radio)—Now 


I've, seen my first Jap soldiers in 
their native state—lhat is, before 
capture. But not for long because 
the boys of my company captured 
them quicker than a wink.

area after a march of an hour and 
a half. The boys threw off their 
packs, sat down on the ground, 
and took off their helmets to 
mop their perspiring foreheads. 


We were in a small grassy spot

Relief Program

spected packing houses, and thus 
allow more meat to move across 
stjte lines to areas of scarcity. 


These two broad steps consti 


tute a 10-point program to solvt 
the meat problem announced last 
night by Stabilization Director 
William II. Davis. It results from 
heavy pressure—particularly on 
pJ>.A.—from Congress, the pack- 
ing industry and housewives weary 
of searching for meat. 


Prepared jointly by Davis, the 


O.P.A.. War Food Administration 
and War Department, the pro- 
gram calls for a rigorous campaign 
against black markets. As a re- 
sult O.P.A. is adding 500 investi- 
gators to its meat enforcement 
staff, trebeling its size. 


Davis cautioned, h o w c v e r, 


igainst regarding the new actions 
as a cure-all. He emphasized that 
:he war and military needs are 
the main cause of the meat short- 
age and that the steps taken will 
not solve the problem "in the 
sense of giving everybody all the 
meat hc wants." 


But they will, he added, "re-
